FOREST FIRES SWEEP OVER VAST 
AREAS DRIVEN BY WINDS.

HONOLULU, Sept. 18.—{Wired from 
San Francisco., Gept. The forest 
fire reported in Hamakua district weeks 
ago is burning yet, with increased fury, 
and threatens incalculable to 
the plantetiens and forests in its vi- 
einity. It has sw thousands of acres, 
and at last it was driven by 
strong winds, and was threa a 
tract of between forty and fifty thous- 
and acres of forest. 

It has been proposed to call out the 
National Guard and set the soldiers at 
work on the fre, which threatens to do 
such fearful damage. The area burned 
is almost wholly government land. but 
cane eich are threatened at some 
points. It is estimated that the fire is 
twenty miles in length. 

Several sugar plantations are suffer- 
ing from lack of rain. Stock has been 
removed to Hi'o to prevent the animals 
dying for lack of water, and there has 
been a genera) exodus of settlers from 
the district aince the unprecedented 
conditions developed. 

It is proposed to tap the Kohala 
Mountains, where billions of gallons 
of water are going to waste. The cost 
of the scheme would be between two 
and three millions, but it is believed 


that the enterprise would be a great

STEERAGE AUTOCRAT. 

Such is the Steward of This Section 
of the Ship—Bribes Will Buy Almost 
Any Comfort From Him. 

{Kansas City Star:] The recent ar- 
rest of Ernesto Sapeill, a steerage 
steward of the French steamship La 


Gascogne, on the charge of attempt- 
ing to bribe a boarding officer of the 


‘Immigration Bureau for the purpose of 


landing a half hundred undesirable 
migrants, hes le@ to a searching 
investigat of the records of the 
steerage stewards of other trans- 
Atiantic lines. It is belleved that t 
frauds practiced by some of these m 
and that thousands of 
have 
been put ashore who have eventually 
hecome charges on public charity. It 
is almost impossible for one who 
not made an ocean trip as a third- 
class passenger to know the full scope 
of this officer's duties, and what op- 
portunities he has of exercising almost 
absolute dominion over the crowds in 
the steerage. A college graduate who 
recently went to Burope in the steer- 
because of a mender purse, and 
2 to study this class of people who 
travel between the decks, told a repor- 
ter yesterday of his experience with 
the steerage steward, as follows: 
“More than an hour before the ship 
started from her pier in North River 
the steerage passengers were ordered 
down in their compartments. There 
was a grand rush for the bunks. Each 
tried to secure one near & 
and as there were twenty-four bunks 
in a sleeping-room, ventilated by only 
one thole, it was a lively fight.

Work at the Wabash—Strike in Ship 


The extent to which electric power 
is being used in dredging operations 
in the rivers in the northern counties 
of California is a good illustration of 
how largely dredging for gold is be- 
ing carried on, and of how greatly that 
method of mining has increased during 
the last couple of years. The San 
Francisco Chronicle makes note of this, 
saying that for the past eighteen 
months or more, the Bay Counties 
Power Company, whose two power 
houses are located ten miles above Cul- 
gate in the South Yuba River, has been 
supplying dredging machines with 1000 
horse power, and that the power will 
soon be doubled. The Chronicle then 
says: “The amount of electrical energy 
which these Feather River dredgers 
will soon be employing will thus nearly 
equal the horse-power energy drawn 
by the Grass Valley mines trom the 
same works. The latter are using 2500 
horse power. As other tracts of land 
available for dredging in the neigh-

First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
this being the twenty-sixth session of 
the Southern California Conference. 
The territory embraced in this con- 
ference is all that portion ot the State 
south of the Tehachepi. It numbers 
132 congregations, about 15,000 mem- 
bers, and is possessed of church prop- 
erty valued at probably $700,000. 

Methodism in America numbers 25,000 
churches, and double that number 

t the world. In 1860 the val- 
Wation of their property, including 
schools and colleges, was $21,000,000; 
it is now $160,000,000. The denomina- 
tion contributes annually $24,000,000 for 
ali church purposes.

tar of the Lord.”

BUENOS AYRES BUDGET. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Buenos Ayres says the 
government has submitted to Congress 
a budget for next year’s expenditu 
estimated at 41,000,000 pesos gold, an 
64,000,000 pesos paper; the revenues at 
40,000,000 pesos gold and 65,000,000 
paper.
